Averments of the Petitions. 


TKe petition of the Times-Age pub- 


lish company in brief alleges that it 
is the only Democratic paper in gener- 
al circulation in this county and un- 
der the law is entitled to receive a 
copy of the auditor's Report which the 
statutes provide shall be published 
one time in the paper of the political 
party polling the larcest vote at the 
preceding county election, and one 
time in the paper of the political party 
having the second largest vote, both 
papers to have a eeneral circulation: 
•or if there are not two such papers 
then the Report is to be published in 
one paper.

ditor McCulIough prepared his Report, 
submitted it to Judge Glenn for ap- 
proval which was given, received it 
again and for six w-^eks has held it 
and given no copy to any paper for 
puTTTcation. whereby the Times-Age
